ECONOMIC COMMISSION FOR MIDDLE EAST 


[From our United Nations Correspondent} 


Lake SUCCESS 

The establishment of an Economic 
Commission for the Middle East, which 
the United Nations Economic and Social 
Council will be called upon to approve 
at its present session, is regarded here as 
a potentially imporiant coniribution [to 
permanent peace in the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean. 

A preliminary report Outlining the 
needs of the Arabs and the means of ful- 
filling them through regional planning 
has been drafted by the Arab group of 
nations. This report, not unexpectedly, 
would exclude Isracl from membership 
f the Commission. 

Preliminary studies by U.N. officials 
were made last summer when fighiing 
was taking place in Palestine and the 
prospects of world recogmition of Israel 


appeared remote indeed. Now that the 
climate of wmiternational opmion has 
changed, United Nations economic 
experts feel that Arab exclusiveness will 
be modified by pressure from Russia and 
the United States 

Although Israei cannot become a mem. 


ber of the United Nations before the 
present session of the Economic and 
Social Council adjourns, diplomatic 


quarters here are confident that a way 
will be cleared for Israel's eventual par- 
ticipation. There is, in fact, no precedent 
for excluding non-member States from 
regional economic commmssrons. Swiizer- 
land—not a member of the United 
Nations—is nevertheless taking part im 
the work of the Economic Commission 
for Europe. It is thus argued that Israci 
could participate in the Middle Eastern 
Economic Commission as an associate 
member even before the Security Council 


and General Assembly agreed to its appli- 
cation tor membership 

The proposed Middle Eastern Com- 
mission would ailemm to promote trade. 
industry, and agriculture throughout that 
sirateguc area by a concerted programme 
of planning that would flow over national 
boundaries and share oul, according io 
the needs of the population. such scarce 
natural resources as water and electric 
power. ht would also standardise railway 
gauges and build a network of inter<on- 
necting roads. 

The American delegation here feels that 
the commission would foredoom its 
labours if. for polnical or emotional 
reasons, Isracl were excluded, since the 
new State could make a greater coniribu- 
non than most of us neighbours. This 
view i shared by leading U.N. officials 
connected wih the programme for 
economic and social advancement.

The Committee, the report went on, 
had heard a progress report on the Sur- 
vey on Jews in Mosiem countries from 
Dr. S. Landshut, the recently-appoinied 
Research Director, and had had a short 
preliminary report from Dr. Segal on the 
Jews in Tripolitania. They had also 
received a detailed report on the legal 
and economic position of Jews in North 
Africa and in Morocco from an investi- 
gator whom they had comm ssioned for 
the purpose. The report indicated that 
the Jews of Morocco suffered from severe 
disabilities. and tts contents bad been 


communicated confidentially to a few in-° 


terested organisations before — further 
action was taken, 
On the subject. of Aden, the report 


stated that the Association had made 
known to the Colonial Office its view 
of the Compensation Scheme adopted by 
the Aden Government, and suggested 
that a grant from Imperial Funds ought 
to be considered if the resources of the 
Colony were insufficient to enable it to 
pay just compensation to the victims of 
the riots A reply had been received 
Stating that a grant from Imperial Funds 
was impossible, and that the detailed 
complaints as to the inadequacy of the 
scheme had been sent to Aden. The 


Committce regarded this reply as un- . 


sauisiactory, and would continue to press 
its views as to the unfairness of the 
scheme. They had not yet found a suit- 


able individual to go to Aden to assist 
| community. 

Mr. Landman said that it was in Mos- 
lem territory that they felt they could do 
useful work to-day, and it was bein 
done under the able chairmanship o 
Mr. David Kessler, the Chairman of the 
special sub-committee of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee 

Mr. Kessler said that awareness of 
the deplorable situation of the Jews in 
Mosiem countries was now being shared 
by a growing body of other Jewish 
Organisalions. 

Dealing with the work of the sub-com- 
mittee, he said that their long-term pro- 
kramme was concerned principally with 
the survey that was being undertaken and 
was going on actively. The  short- 
term activity aimed at helping Jews in 
Moslem countries on a day-to-day basis. 
The two territories with which they were 
particularly concerned were Aden and 
Tripoli. In both these cases they had to 
deal, among other things, with education. 
If they were to help the Jews in those 
backward areas, they must consider what 
assistance they could give them in their 
educational projects He, therefore, 
asked that this question of educational 
funds should again be investigated and 
surveyed by the appropriate Committee 


Funds Lying Idle 


Mr. S. I. Salmon, the Treasurer. said 
that their great difficulty was that thev 
could not send money to. certain 
countries. Their lawyers were particular 
that they should stick :o the Trust. There 
was money lying idle which could not be 
used in certain Moslem countries 

After a discussion in. which Mr. H_A 
Goodman, Lord Justice Cohen. and. Sir 
Henry d'Avigdor Goldsmid took part, 
Mr. Kessier said that they were up 
against a problem of priorities, and asked 
whether ihe Treasurer could say how the 
money which lay idle could be utilised. 
He suggested that a committee should be 
appointed of the Education and Foreign 
Affairs Committee to go into this ques- 
LON. 

Sir Robert Waley Cohen said-he under- 
stood that a committee had already been 
appointed and was acting in conjunction 
with the C.B.F. to study this question 

The report was adopted.

JEWISH LAW TO-DAY 


Guidance from the 
Talmud 


{By a Jewisn Curonicte Reporier| 


“Can Jewish law apply to modern 
times ? " Rabbi K. Kahana asked in the 
course of an address at the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue, Lauderdale Road, 
London, recently. His reply was: “If 
modern times imply making armaments, 
building battleships, and fighter ‘planes, 
then Jewish law cannot have any relation 
to wt. If our best brains are trained to 
find new methods for atom bombs and 
other scientific discoveries for a new war, 
then I would not like to plead that Jewish 
law should be associated with modern 
times. But if by modern times we mean 
advancing civilisation, then Jewish law 
has much to offer the modern world.” 


Talmud Encourages Discoveries 


There was no system of law that 
encouraged new discoveries as did the 
Talmud. When a scientist made a new 
discovery, he did not add anything to 
the world, nor did he change it; he 
merely found out something. So tl was 
in Talmudic law. It was within the law 
itself that new discoveries were made and 
new ideas found. 

Earlier in his address, Rabbi Kahana 
gave examples of how the Talmud dealt 
with some of those problems which were 
engaging the attention of lawyers and 
sociologists © ‘to-day. The first of 
these concerned the basis of Government, 
for which two reasons were given: ope, 
that the rulers of a nation had divine 
authority, and the other, that they ruled 
because they had an implied social con- 
tract with the people. In the Talmud 
both answers were given: full justifica- 
tion for community government was sup- 
plied, but the personal freedom of the 


individual was also taken into account.

M.P. Cites Cases 


[From our Parliamentary Correspondent] 


_ Three cases of anti-Jewish street meet- 
ings were brought to the notice of the 
Home Secretary by Mr. A. Baamate 
(Lab., Bexley) in the House of Commons 
last week. 

Mr. Bramall said that at a meeting at 
West Green Road, Tottenham, on 
December 19 last, obscene attacks were 
made on the Jewish Community through 
alleged references to the Talmud. 

Describing another demonstration at 
the same place on December 5, he said 
that the speaker, after being warned by 
a police inspector to mind his tongue, 
indulged in incitement against the Jews. 
and praised their extermination by the 
Hitler régime 

The third meeting, he was b 
the Union Movement at Trebovir Road, 
Eari’s Court, on December 1. The speaker 
made obscene accusations against the 
Jewish Community, threatened that the 
Union Movement would start a Dloody 
revolution, and boasted that he would not 
be brought before a court because of 
what he could say in defence. 

Mr. Bramall wanted the Home Secre- 
tary to consider tie initiation of proceed- 
ings against the speakers concerned in 
these meetings for maki seditious and 
slanderous statements likely to cause 
breaches of the peace. 

Mr. Cuutrer after pointing out 
that the Home Secretary was not a prose- 
cuting authority and did not initiaic 
criminal proceedings, said: “I have, how- 
ever, caused inquiry to be made, and am 
informed that the police who attended 
these meetings heard nothing to justify 
the institution of proceedings.”

awaited by both old and young—par- 
ticularly the young—and where it has 
become the symbol of the emergence 
of the New Israel, but also in ¢ 
Diaspora, in all the lands outside 
Palestine where Jews carry on their 
communal life, it has succeeded in re- 
establishing itself as a joyful day in 
the Jewish calendar. 


Traditional Signs 


Yet so different is this “ festival ~ from 
all the other Jewish festivals that one feels 
entitled to ask: Is it a festival at all, in 
the sense in which we usually regard a 
Jewish festival, a Yom Tov ? First of all, 
none of the traditional signs of a Jewish 
festival attach themselves to this date. It 
is nowhere mentioned in the Torah, nor 
does the Talmud, when dealing with i, 
regard it as more than a mere date in the 
agricultural calendar. One searches mm 
vain in the Siddur or in any of the 
Machzorim for special prayers on that 
day, or for a Piyut composed for the 
“ festival.” There are no “laws,” no 
Dinim, relating to it in the official law 
books of our Shulchan Aruch. No 
Megilich is read on that day, no Hallei ts 
recited in its honour. From the religous 
point of view, if almost seems as though 
it mieht just as well not cxisi at all. 

More than that, the character of the 
festival is so different from all the other 
festivals that at most we might regard rt 
as “a third of a festival.” Every ack- 
nowledgeed festival of the Jewish year is 
of a threefold character. First, « ts a 
natural festival: it is bound up. with 
nature, with the seasons of the year—a 
spring festival, a. harvest festival, a New 
Year Day. and so on. Secondly, the 
Jewish festival is,.as a rule, an historic 
festival. lt 1s bound up with an event in 
Jewish hisiory which traditionally gave 
rise to it. and which turns it mto a 
Jewish festival. Thirdly, and most im- 
portant of all, it ié a religious festival. It 
teaches the Jew something of the funda- 
mental truths of life: It binds man to 
God and brings God nearer to man. The 
many commandments and profubihons 
that attach themselves to these festivals. 
the ritual performances, at synagogue and

at home, that give them their specific 
character, all serve to out this rel- 
gious clement. They » the festival 
“ talk religion” to us. 

Tu-BiShevat, therefore, if it aspires to 
the rank of Jewish festival, must possess 
all those three characteristics. 

But does it ? So far, we know of only 
one that it possesses with certainty: it 1s 
a nature festival. It marks the end of 
winter, and heralds the arrival of spring. 
It is celebrated in Israel by school c 
ren going out on that day into field and 
forest and planting new trees to enrich 
the soil. It is observed by Jews all over 
the world by the partaking of newly 
grown fruit and the reciting of the bies- 
sng of But all this only serves 
to bring out its naturalistic character. 
Where is its historic connection, and 
wherein, above. all, lies its religious teach- 
ing ? Are we, indeed, forced to conclude 
that Tu BiShevat is, after all, only “a 
third of a festival ” ? 

Not if we know our Torah well and 
have been struck by the great significance 
which n throughout attaches to trees, to 
the tree as a symbol. The tree in the. 
Bible is not just a plant, an organism 
that rises in stately fashion, gives us frum, 
aod provides welcome shade from the 
scorching rays of the sun. The tree is the 
symbol of hfe. Next to the Iree of 
Knowledge in the Garden of Eden is the 
“Tree of Life” (Genesis ii, 9). The 
Torah is “a tree of life to them that 
grasp it” (Proverbs ii, 18). The tree is 
the symbol of Man. “ For man is like a 
tree of the ficld . . .” (Deuteronomy xx. 
19). The Jewish people is hkened a 
tree, “ for as the days of the tree are the 
days of my people . . .” (Isaiah Ixv, 22) 


Continual Renewal! 


What struck our ancestors about 
tree was its endurance, iis pertinacity, 
capacity for ever-recurring renewal! 
righteous man is as firmly rooted in life 
“as a tree planted by the brooks of 
water *’ (Psalm i, 3) tree weathers 
all storms and yet keeps on clinging to 
the sow. It suffers adversity, it is beaten 
by the winds and lashed by the rains, it 
is plucked bare im autumn and snowed 
over in winter. Yet it does not wither 
away. It retains its inner strength, und 
bursts forth into fresh blossom the 
moment the sun graces it again with its 
spring warmth. 

What a wonderful symbol of “ endur- 
ance in adversity "! And what a grea‘ 
teacher to man the tree could become. 
For we know now, as a result of scientific 
siudy, that it is just in its period olf 
adversity that the tree gathers its strength 
for renewed life.

What greater miracle thas 
the realisation of the Divine promise and 
the resurrection of Israel in its Old-New 
State. after a frozen wintry period of two 
thousand years of suffering!

Moran Resigns from 
Union Movement 


[From a Special Correspondent} 


Leading Mosley propagandist, ardent 
fighter for National Socialism, and for- 
mer inciter against Jews, Tommy Moran 
has resigned from the Union Movement 
Mrs. Moran has also resigned. 

They left because they are ~“ dis- 
gusted with Sir Oswald Mosley, Moran 
declared at a mecting at Wood Close, 
Bethnal Green, Sunday. “ Mosley 
cannot bear criticism, or even advice, 
and forces through his own poim of 
view on every issuc, he said. ” His 
conception of leadership is dictatorship, 
and his idea of service is slavery.” 

Moran has been ir the Mosicy move- 
ment for 16 years, and is well known in 
the Midlands. He knows Mosley inti- 
mately: and his resignation is important 
because it reinforces similar criticisms 
of Mosley by other former licutenants, 
such as John Beckett and A. K. Chester- 
ron. 

Further. Moran was a force with the 


Union Movement’s rank and file: and his 


criticisms of Mosley and certain of his 
lieutenants will have an effect. Other 
resignations may follow. 

Moran spoke for about an hour in 
justification of his resignation. Many of 
his former colleawucs were in the audi- 
ence. Some interrupted and jeered at 
him—and one pleaded with him to 
change his mind, and asked why he had 
acted so hastily. 

Moran told him. it was, he Said, 
betause. first, Mosicy as a 
longer inspired him; and, second, the 
Union Movement was concerned not with 
the well-being of Britain, but with that 
of Europe. “ Mosley pictures himself as 
a King of Europe and abandons the 
British people.” he said. 


Gang of “ Yes-Men” 


Mosley, Moran continuéd, had contacts 
with “mysterious persons” from the 
Continent, which were kept compleicly 
secret from the rank and file. He was 
surrounded by a gang of “ yes-men,” 
who fed his vanity: 

Mosley had cut himself off from the 
masses, and when he spoke at Dalston 
last May Day he was “as peevish as a 
child because of the small audience.” He 
even accused the police of keeping his 
audience away 

The greatest blow ever suffered by the 
Mosicy Movement was the failure to 
march throuzh East London in October, 
1936. declared Moran. “ That was the 
beginning of the end of the Un.on Move- 
ment.” From then until 1939, the 
movement became weaker and weaker. 

Moran declared that there was a great 
deal of discontent Among Mosley’s fol- 
lowers in East London. He had been 
brought down from the Provinces three 
months ago to deal with it. In the 
course of these inquiries. Moran fell 
foul of the hierarchy around Mosley 

Speaking as a Catholic, Moran declared 
that he could no longer give support to 
Mosicy, who, he alleged, was an agnostic, 
and Raven Thomson and Bureecss. who, 
he further alleged. were atheists. 

Very confusing were the many policy 
changes. and there had been great in- 
dignation among the rank and file when 
they were told to “lay off attacking 
Churchill. Beaverbrook, and Bevin.” The 
new attitude was hard to reconcile with 
Mosley'’s previous consistent attacks on 
these three as “ warmongers.” 

Charged with having been “ bought 
over by the Jews.” Moran declared that 
to be a lic. He and some sympathisers 
were bearing the costs of that meeting. 
“ Never can 1 become. reconciled with 
Mosley again,” he ended. 

Moran and his wife were refused 
admission to the Mosley mecting at Ken- 
sineton last week 


Money Difficulties 


Further evidence that his Union Move- 
ment was in difficulties was. given by Sir 
Oswald Mosley on Saturday night, when 
he told 160 delegates to a branch leaders’ 
conference at the Wilfred Street London 
County Council School, Buckingham 
Gate, §.W., that his “ one real trouble 
was money.’ 

“ We have got to have cnough money 
to keep going, and to run our newspaper 
and our headquarters staff,” he said. The 
growth of the Movement during the year 
had been “as good as I had expected.” 

He arrived at the meeting led by three 
supporters, one carrying a Union Jack, 
one a Mosiey flag, and the third beating

LAST REFUGEES 
LEAVE CYPRUS 


Two thousand one hundred immigrants 
disembarked at Haifa last Monday, when 
the Atzmauth, formerly the Pan 
Crescent, arrived from Cyprus. Dis 
embarkation was carried out in record 
time. and the immigrants left the port 
the same evening for transit camps, and 
for varnous settlements and towns. 
The ship returned to Cyprus to take on 
board the last batch of immigrants ¢x- 
pected to arrive in Israel during the 
week-end. 

Before they left Gores, the Jews paid 
a farewell visit to the graves of the 61 
men and women and the 49 infants who 
died on the island. 

They lie buried in the only Jewish 
cemetery on the island, the Margo Ceme- 
tery situated on a hilltop six miles from 
Nicosia. This is all that remains of the 
Jewish agricultural settlement founded 
in the 1880's. The settlement was finally 
abandoned in 1927. 

Following the ceremony, represenia- 
tives of the Jewish Agency and the Joint 
Distribution Committee placed wreaths 
on the graves of Moshe Lehrer and 
Shlomo Chaimson, who were shot by 
military guards when the internees 
demonstrated to demand their release.— 
(J.T.A.)

THE JEWS OF MILAN 
Rehabilitation Hopes 


[By our Special Correspondent] 


The Jewish Community in Milan con- 

sists to-day of 7,000 persons, includin 
3,500 liahan Jews, 2,500 aliens, and 1, 
Displaced Persons. 

From the beginning of the century— 
when the community was established— 
until 1938. Milan was free from anti- 
Semitism. The majority of the Jews were 
middle-class people who gave little ex- 


pression to their Jewish culture. They 
participated im the general life of the 
community Politically, the majority 


were liberal-minded, although there were 
some who joined the Fascist Party. 

In 1933, the firse Jewish refugees from 
Nazi Germany entered Italy. They settled 
im many Itahan cities and Milan became 
the main transit centre. Their arrival 
shocked Milan Jewry, who were afraid 
that Mussolim would eventually follow 
Hitler's example. And so these Milan Jews 
did all in their power to help the refugees 
by assisting them to settle in Italy or to 
emigrate. any of the refugees remained 
in Milan. It was difficult for them to 
obtain labour permits and the majority 
were supported by the Jewish Community 
Yet, after a time, many of them setticd 
down and some ecven began new in- 
dustnies 


Aid From Clergy 


During the war. the “majority of Milan 
Jewry suffered at the hands of the Fas- 
cysts ; most of the refugees from Germany 
were either deported or exterminated in 
concentration camps. Many Milan Jews 
escaped death with the help of friends, 
who hid them, or with the assistance of 
Catholic clergymen who hoped’ to con- 
vert them to Catholicism. Many thou- 
sands were indeed converted, and many 
of these did not return to Judaism. Fears 
of a Fascist revival to-day prevent many 
people from returning to the Jewish 
religion. Many of them are Alescribed in 
their papers as “ Catholics,” ahhough 
thev are also members of the Jewtsh Com- 
munities and attend the synagogues 

Immediately after the liberation the 
Jewish Community was supported by the 
American Distribution Committec. 
Now the position has cased, but the Dis- 

laced Persons are, for the most part, 
iving on rehet while awaiting emigration 
Some D.P.s tried to settle in Italy but they 
found nt difficult to obtain permits 

lialian Jews were always sympathetic 
to Zionism but few of them intended to 
settle in Palestine.

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EDUCATIONAL 
CRISIS 


IF THERE exisis one communal question 
the importance of which can scarcely be 
over-estimated, it is that of education. Upon 
the efficacy of Anglo-Jewry’s religious educa- 
tional system depends the preservation of 
Judaism in our midst. The ideals which 
should guide work in this sphere were 
eloquently enunciated by the Chief Rabbi 
in his address at Belfast, of which we pub- 
lish a report on page 12. He spoke of his 
belief that the communities of Angio-Jewry 
desired to be known -as communities which 
respected Jewish learning and knowledge, 
and as people who appreciated values which 
need not necessarily be ‘measured in material 
terms. And he went on to stress the import- 
ance of the right sort of education to the 
young people who had to carry the burden 
of the future of Anglo-Jewry. Yet ideals 
have to be translated into action, and no one 
has striven more zealously than the Chief 
Rabbi to help to adjust the di.ficulties in the 
practical working of our educational admini- 
stration. These difficulties have been for- 
cing themselves. upon the public notice for 
many months past Attention was called 
to them last July, when Dr. B. Homa resigned 
from the Chairmanship of the London Board 
of Jewish Religious Education. His resigna- 
tion was due to many differences on matters 
of principle with the United Synagogue. 
He was succeeded in the office by Mr. L. W. 
GoLpperc, who, together with his col- 
leagues, has since been continuously occu- 
pied with a whole series of interrelated and 
intractable problems. Fundamentally, these 
problems arise from the grave financial 
plight’ into which the London Board fell. 
All sorts of admirable proposals, such as that 
for the establishment of a Teachers’ Train- 
ing College, have thereby been perforce left 
in abeyance. Financial stringency has also 
affected the security of tenure and status of 
the teaching staffs. Difficulties about increas- 
ing the professional Inspectorate have led 
to plans for lay inspéction which invite, as 
is reported this week, opposition from head- 
masters. Alli this, moreover, while the Lon- 
don Board has been working without any 
official constitution. This anomalous and 
extraordinary situation is only now in course 
of being rectified. At last week's meciing 
of the Council of the United Synagogue, 
approval was given to a draft constitution, 
which has, however, still to be confirmed by 
the Board itself. In the meanwhile, it would 
appear from the statement of Mr. GOLDBERG, 
its Chairman, that the London Board cannot 
legally operate or use funds which are vested 
in various bodies that were amalgamated 
into the Board. 


Whatever the-ftemporary embarrassment 

of the London Board, however, infinitely 

more precarious 1s the position of the Cen- 

tral Council for Jewish Religious Education. 

It will be remembered that when Dr. Homa 

resigned the Chairmanship of the London 

Board, he retained that of the Central Coun- 

cil. At the biennial election meeting of the 

latter body, last October, Dr. Homa was re- 

elected as its Chairman, the rival candidature 

of Mr. GOLDBERG being withdrawn. These 

appointments reflected a conflict of policy 

between the two organisations. This was 

shown, among other ways, in the approval 

then given to the Central Council's statement 

that “ the experiment of harnessing the Cen- 
tral Council to thet administration of the 

London Board has proved detrimental to the 

progress of the Central Council.” This 

assertion of independence, however, has in 
no way improved the position of the Central 
Council, the very existence of which is now 
in wopardy. The continuing conflict between 
the two bodies has led only to a worsening 
of its plight. At a recent joint conference, 
the proceedings were such as to cause Dr. 
Homa to resign his position as Chairman 
of the Central Council, in the hope that the 
ending of personal conflicts would save the 
situation. Gallant efforts are now being 
made to salvage the work of the Central 
Council. But one of the main difficulties 
ss finance. Although there are representa- 
tuuves of the Provincial Education Com- 


mittees on the Central Council, they have not 
contributed anything towards its expenses. 
The present Honorary Officers of the Lon- 
don Board, who have been carrying out a 
policy of retrenchment since they came to 
office in an attempt to make financial ends 
meet, are apparently unwilling to take on an 
added burden, and a heavy one at that, 
especially while the Provinces refuse to give 
their due share. This refusal is plainly an 
irritant in any negotiations which might be 
conducted, even under the mollifying in- 
fluence of the Chief Rabbi. London Jewry 
has at least the satisfaction of knowing that 
it has, largely through the United Synagogue 
and the Federation of Synagogues, accepted 
loyally the self-imposed “communal tax ™ 
of 334 per cent on synagogue seat-rentals 
for the financing of Jewish education—but 
it finds, through the eyes of the London 
Board, less satisfaction in the contemplation 
of the failure of the Provincial communities 
to measure.up to a like sacrifice. This is 
the situation that exists, which must 
inevitably lead to the final disintegration of 
the Central Council unless it can be quickly 
remedied. In present circumstances, the 
name “ Central Council ” is a misnomer, for 
it apparently centralises nothing, not even 


the several Provincial bodies represented on 


it, which have a tendency each to work in 
splendid isolation. The original, and exce]- 
lent, idea implied in the bringing together 
under a co-ordinated administration of the 
separate pre-war educational bodies has gone 
woefully awry It is imperative that a new 
approagh be attempted all round. Only 
through an effective and unified system of 
Anglo-Jewish education can the community 
be saved from ultimate spiritual disaster. 


HEBREW WEEK 
THE celebration of Hebrew Weck has been 
proclaimed from Saturday, February 12, to 
Saturday, February 19. In a Hebrew cir- 
cular to all Ministers of Synagogues, the 
Chief Rabbi has asked them to devote their 
Sabbath sermon to-morrow. to the idea of 
the revival of Hebrew, and, if possible, to 
deliver part of the sermon in Hebrew. This 
will inaugurate a very notable week's pro- 
gramme .which has been arranged by the 
Education Department of the Zionist 
Federation and the Hebrew Council, in con- 


junction with the Education Committee of the 


Board of Deputies. In a letter on page 15, 
Mrs. Barnett JaNNeR, Chairman of the 
Education Committee of the Board of Depu- 
ties, directs attention to the purpose of this 
observance. Her remarks ably explain the 
spiritual and educational aims which inspire 
its promoters, and to which we should like 
to give the warmest commendation. Hebrew 
is both the sacred language of our religious 
tradition and the official language of the 
State of Israel. In this double capacity, it 
makes a unique and irresistible appeal to 
the hearts and minds of all Jewish people. 
A merely casual acquaintance is not enough, 
for it requires that deeper love which can 
be gained only from real personal know- 
ledge. The opportunities of cultivating the 
knowledge of Hebrew are nowadays 
provided by many educational agencies. 
To-morrow is Shabbat Shirah, when the 
moving Song ‘at the Red Sea (found in 
Exodus xv) will be sung as part of the Torah- 
Reading—and how much more impressive it 
sounds to those who know it in the Hebrew 
original : 
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NEW YEAR FOR TREES 


PARTICULAR significance attaches to the com- 
memoration on Monday next, Shevat 15. of the 
New Year for Trees. This is the outstanding 
example of a comparatively mihor festival 
that has entered upon a fresh lease of life 
and meaning in recent times. With the growth 
of the modern Yishuv in the Holy Land, this 
lovely festival, with its ceremonial of planting 
trees and partaking of their fruits, has made an 
ever-increasing appeal to the imagination of the 
Jewish people throughout the world. The 
planting by the young of new saplings at this 
season of nature's. rebirth symbolises so exquis- 
itely the sure and certain hope of our peopie's 
renaissance. For lomg centuries, that hope 
seemed to lie dormant in the dust without any 


possibility of ever awakening to life. But to our 
own generation has been granted the joy of 
witnessing the promised day when salvation 
should flourish. Here is revealed a modern 
miracle which confirms the words of ancient 
Goer : “Who hath heerd such a thing? 
o has seen such things? Is a land born in 
one day? Is a nation brought forth at once ? 
For as soon as Zion trawailed, she brought 
forth her children. Shall 1 bring to the birth, 
not cause to bring forth? said the 
Lord. . . . Rejoice ye with Jerusalem, and be 
glad with her, all ye that love her.” Only nine 
months ago, the State of Israel was proclaimed. 
On Monday next, Israel's first Constituent 
Assembly will meet in Jerusalem to inaugurate 
an elected Government and adopt a Constitution. 
There could be no more appropriate day for this 
historic ceremony than the New Year for Trees. 
Under Divine Providence, may the new 
Assembly grow like a tree in life and strength 
and bring forth fruits of peace and blessing. 


J.P.A. CAMPAIGN 


Britain's Joint Palestine Appeal for 1949 will 
be launched at a conference in London on Sun- 
day. In preparation for the forthcoming cam- 
paign, a delegation of representatives of Jewish 
Communities in Great Britain has recently been 
on a good-will mission to Israel. The delegates, 
who had a memorable visit at a stirring time in 
the history of the new State, will be able to give 
the conference a first-hand report of recent 
developments and future requirements. From 
the personal contacts and connections which 
they have established, they will be in a position 
to introduce into the proceedings that note of 
urgency and reality which the cause demands. 
At the same time, two well-known Zionist 
leaders from outside Britain will be flying 
specially to this country in order to address the 
conference. One 1s Dr. Israet GOLDSTEIN, now 
Treasurer of the Jewish Agency for Palestine 
and the World Zionist Organisation, formerly 
Chairman of the United Palestine Appeal for 
America, and the other is Dr. NaHuM GOLD- 
MANN, a member of the Executive of the Jewish 
Agency. The presence of these distinguished 
speakers will be a reminder of the expectations 
reposed in British Jewry by the World Zionist 
Organisation. Nor are those expectations 
aroused without good reason. The Emergency 
Campaign of the J.P.A. for 1948 established a 
remarkable record. It raised £2,048,000—an 
amount never before contributed by the Anglo- 
Jewish Community in such a short period. There 
were 31,438 contributors, and a special feature 
was the participation of synagogues and other 
communal institutions. This precedent will 
doubtless prove an incentive to next Sunday's 
conference to make still greater exertions. An 
even greater stimulus must be the pressing need 
of raising funds to settle immigrants in Israel. 
Tremendous sums of money are needed to 
enable the responsible authorities to finance the 
mass immigration which is now under way, and 
settle the newcomers satisfactorily. The total 
amount aimed at on this occasion is £3.000,000. 
True to its finest traditions, British Jewry will, 
we are convinced, repeat and surpass its former 
generosity. 


OUT OF CYPRUS 

EXactLy two and a half years ago, in August, 
1946, the British authorities announced their 
decision to send to detention im Cyprus the 
Jewish immigrants who were illegally 
attempting to enter the Land of Israel. This 
coercive action by the Mandatory Government 
typified the perversity of an administration that 
was then drawing to its close. Not only Jewry, 
but enlightened opinion everywhere reacted in 
no uncertain way. Yet the authorities persisted 
in a course that was morally indefensible. 
Thousands of Jewish refugees, seeking sanctuary 
from the horrors of Europe in Eretz Yisrael— 
the only land that would receive them—vwere for- 
cibly transported to detention camps in Cyprus, 
in most cases after the mortifying experience of 
having first arrived off the shore of Palestine 
itself. In Cyprus, as the climax to long years of 


unimaginable agony, they endured further 
physical privations and mental distress. Never- 
theless, these men, women, and children, 


remained steadfast in faith that they would 
reach the Promised Land. Small quotas were 
permitted to leave occasionally ; but an excuse 
was made for continuing the detention even 
after the establishment of the State of Israel, 
and later still, when Count BERNAaDoTTE had 
given his ruling that the detention was unjusti- 
fied. Not until a few weeks ago did Mr. Bevin, 
under pressure of British public opinion, 
announce that these prisoners would at length 
be released. On January 24, “ Operation 
Rescue” began, and the stirring scenes of 
deliverance in Cyprus and Israel have been des- 
cribed in recent numbers of this paper. Now, 
the final stage of this ingathering from captivity 
is related this week an page 8. Of the 52.000 
Jews who passed through Cyprus, and the 2.200 
babies who were born there, not all have lived 
to see the day of freedom. Sixty-one men and 
women and 14 infants died on the island, which 
will ever remain a place of memory in the pil- 
grimage of the Jewish people. As this melan- 
choly yet heroic chapter closes, it is right to 
lace on record that one of the last actions of 

ord WINSTER, the retiring Governor of Cyprus, 
was to send the released Jews a message of 
God-speed for their new life in Israel. and to 
express his particular satisfaction that the deci- 
sion to release them had been taken before his 
own departure. 


“ RETRIAL” 
. Very much to his surprise, no doubt, the 
Israeli Minister of Justice has found upon his 
desk a petition from a Dutch Christian for 
what he calls the retrial of Jesus. The brief cable 
recording the presentation of this document 
{and quoted widely in the Press) does not give 
much indication of the grounds on which the 
petitioner based his supposition that he had 
addressed it to the right quarter. Nor does 
it state his arguments for requesting the retrial, 
However serious he may be himself, and how. 
ever well qualified to present a legal case. it js 
extremely doubtful whether any official Christian 
body or individual would support the implica- 
tion of the petition that an Israeli High © oun 
ssessed any jurisdiction in a matter of such 
intimate relationship with Christian theology. 
If past and continuing experience is anything to 
go by, the Israeli Court, together with all Jews, 
are still in the position, not of appeal judges, 
but of defendants, as far as some Church quar- 
ters are concerned. There may be the thought 
at the back of the mind of the petitioner, how- 
ever, that an Israeli Court which agreed to stage 
such a “retrial” would, by that act. auto- 
matically accept the thesis that the first trial, 
almost 2,000 years ago, was truly the responsi- 
bility of the Jews, or that the ancient verdict 
might be reversed and Jesus thus be confirmed 
in his claim to Messiahship—which naturally, 
so the petitioner might argue, would mean 
a confession at last of Jewish guilt both 
in the physical treatment of Jesus and in the 
refusal to accept the revelations of Christianity. 
Yet all this is largely academic. There are no 
contemporary records of the events described 
by the various writers of the Books of the New 
Testament on which a final and authoritative 
yudgment can be based. Writers and theo- 
logians have often tried to reconstruct the 
scenes of the trial or to rewrite the evidence, 
and there are probably as many theories on the 
subject as there are writers. There were, 
according to the records, two trials of Jesus. 
One, before the Sanhedrin, was concerned with 
a question of theology, the other, which con- 
demned the accused to death. was a civil 
trial staged by the Roman occupying power. 
Many thoughtful Christians, however, have, 
especially im recent times of unparalleled 
persecution of Jews, had the grace to pause 
4 moment and consider how unjust, and 
conducive to further undeserved suffering. has 
been the age-old accusation that “the Jews 
killed Christ.” But. unfortunately, there are 
malicious elements which unblushingly maintain 
the currency of this hoary old accusation in the 
pursuit of political (not, be it marked. even 
theological) argument. A_ recent shocking 
example of this is contained in an attack on 
the Jews—who are coupled with Communisis— 
over the Palestine situation, by the Diplomatic 
Correspondent of the CaTHouic Times, who un- 
qualifiedly. repeats the calumny that “two 
thousand years ago the Jews crucified Christ.” 
It is no “ retrial” of Jesus that is wanted to-day ; 
though certain of his followers would perhaps 
do well to submit their own consciences to a 
searching retrial. 


ENGLAND'S FOUNDATIONS 

_ In 1949 occur the centenaries of two outstand- 
ing events—-1,500 and 1,100 years ago respec- 
tively—in the early history of this country, It 
was in 449 that Hengist and Horsa landed at 
Ebbsficet, in Kent, and began this land's trans- 
formation into “ England.” Under the Roman 
Empire, one great Imperial Power had riled 
from Britain in the West to Judea and beyond 
m the East. When that Empire ecolapsed, 
Britain was conquered by the Germanic 
invaders, who were heathen worshippers of 
Odin and Thor, and the original British in- 
habitants were pushed into the mountainous 
wilds of Wales and Cornwall. Not till several 
generations later did Augustine land on the same 
spot as Hengist and Horsa, and the conversion 
of Kimg Ethelbert to Christianity was celebrated 
with shouts of the familiar Hebrew phrase 
“ Hallelujah” in the neighbouring capita! 
Canterbury. But one cannot help recalling how, 
centuries later under the Nazis in Germany, the 
ancient spirit of German paganism reappeared. 
This atavism was explained by Freup as being 
due to the fact that “ the peoples who now excel 
in anti-Semitism are * badly Christened *; under 
the thin veneer of Christianity they have re- 
mained what their ancestors were. Their hatred 
for Judaism is at bottom hatred of Christianity. 
What a contrast to modern Germany was pre 
sented in England, when, a decade ago, the \ate 
Archbishop of Canterbury visited a camp at 
Richborough—-on that same historic stretch of 
Kentish coast—formed for the rehabilitation of 
Jewish refugees, who a little later, as soldiers

Jerusalem Disappointment 


My most unhappy experience during 
the three-week tour of the country—it 
would have been five weeks but for the 
quarantine episode—was Jerusalem. Here 
‘he reality turned out to be as bad as 
he anticipation. From the Jewish point 
of view it was a miserable ghetto, derelict 
and: without digmity. All the grand 
places belonged to others. There were 
snumerable churches, of every sect and 
sauionalitv. We had not a decent build- 
mg of our own. AH the world had a 
foothold in Jerusalem—except the Jews. 

depressed me beyond words, and I 


new 


left the crty before nightfall. I remained 
prejudiced against the city for many 
vears. and even now I still feel ill at 
ease in. it, preferring Rehovot to the 
Capit 


But | was struck, as everyone must 
be. by the glorious surroundings of Jeru- 
salem: and I thought then that there 
was only one place where, in time to 
come, we might erect some building 
worthy of the Jewish Community; there 
was one hill still uncrowned by monas- 
tery or church—Scopus, on which 
stood then only the small villa of Lady 
Grey Hill, and on which now stands the 
Hebrew University. 

Those were unsensational years which 
preceded the first- World War, a time 
of hard work and quiet growth. 

In such an atmosphere I had every 
mcentive to Zionist activity. My wife 
and I attended all the Congresses in 
Europe, and went to meetings of the 
Actions Committee. IT toured the English 
Provinces. I took part in the expand- 
ing Ziomst programme of the Manchester 
community. Here, by 1914, a stron 
group had formed. Harry Sacher had 


returned from London, to become one 
of the leader-writers on the MANCHESTEA 
Guarpian. Two young businessmen of 
grcat ability, and a sense of social respon- 
sibility, whom I have already mentioned. 
Simon Marks and Israel Sieff, had been 
drawn into the movement. They were 
young and energetic. They were practi- 
cal, and knew that work could not be 
done without a budect. They were jolly 
and they loved the good things of life. 
They helped me, in later years, to put 
some sort of organisation into my sles 
disorganised life. And they were, like 
Harry Sacher, a great spiritual find. In 
short, they helped to make Manchester, 
the city to which I had come as a 
Stranger, and had considered a place of 
exile, a happy place for me. 


Passed Over 


One rather disagreeable incident out 
of those years I must set down, less for 
what it meant than for what it might 
have come to mean. | had been hoping. 
as I have told, for a full professorship 
at the university. In 1913 a vacancy was 
created. I had been doing a great deal 
of work outside of my regular schedule. 
conducting classes which should properly 
have been taken care of by my. senior. 


Professor Perkin. 1 had reason to 
beheve that my abilities as a teacher. 
as well as my natural liking for that 


sort of work, would be rewarded by the 
final promotion. However, the chair 
went to a relative of Professor Perkin. 
and | must confess I was very much put 
out. It happened that at this time the 
development of the Zionist movement 
abroad made urgent the introduction of 
new forces into the various departments 
Palestine was growing. In Germany 
there was an upswing in the movement. 
and Kurt Blumenfeld. one of the leading 
spiriis in German Zionism. was effectively 
organising the new academic youth. He. 
Shmarya Levin, and others urged me 
insistently to give up my post at Man- 
chester University. come out to Berlin. 
and head one of the departments of the 


Organisation. In the pique of my. dis- 
appointment [| actually began to con- 
sider the proposal seriously. : 

But it was my wife who put her foot 
down. She disliked Germany. So. for 
that matier, did I. She understood my 


disappointment ; she felt it as keenly as 1. 

ut a new start—and in Germany, of all 
places—was out of the question. “* And.” 
she added, “ our road to Palestine will 
not be via Berlin.” I shudder to think 
of the possible results if I had yielded to 
the importunity of my friends and my 
own momentary impulse.

typical questions, and he answered me 
r= and exactly. Technically, he 
«id. everything was possible. Though 
in the first. years communication with 
‘he new settlement would be difficult, the 
inhabitants would soon become self-sup- 
porting and self-sufficient. The Jews of 
jJafla would move into the new, modern 
city, and the Jewish colonies of the 
aeehbourhood would have a concen- 
crated market for their products. The 
Gymnasium would stand at the centre, 
and would attract a great many students 
from other parts of Palestine and from 
Jews abroad, who would want their 
children to be educated in a Jewish high 
schoo! in a Jewish city. 

Thus it was Ruppin who had the first 
vision of Tel Aviv. 

During the first visit to Palestine, I 
came across scattered reminders of my 
childhoed days in Pinsk. The Eisenbergs 
were settled in Rehovot. The Gluskins 
were in Rishon And others 
whose names escape me, were taking root 
in the cities and colonies, tiny advance 
guards, the “ Pilgrim Fathers” of the 
new Palestine-to-be. 


Jerusalem Disappointment 


My most unhappy experience during 
the three-week tour of the country—it 
would have been five weeks but for the 
quarantine episode—was Jerusalem. Here 
he reality turned out to be as bad as 
‘he anticipation. From the Jewish point 
of view it was a miserable ghetto, derelict 
and without dignity. All the grand 
places belonged to others. There were 
numerable churches, of every sect and 
nauionality. We had not a decent build- 
ing of our own. All the world had a 
footho!d in Jerusalem—except the Jews. 
kt depressed me beyond words, and I 
left the city before nightfall. I remained 
prejudiced against the city for many 
years, and even now I still feel ill at 
ease in it, preferring Rehovot to the 


But | was struck, as everyone musi 
be, by the glorious surroundings of Jeru- 
salem: and I thought then that there 
was only one place where, in time to 
come, we might erect some building 
worthy of the Jewish Community; there 
was one hill still uncrowned by mionas- 
tery or church—Scopus, on. which 
stood then only the small villa of Lady 
Grey Hill, and on which now stands the 
Hebrew University. 

Those were unsensational years which 
preceded the first World War, a time 
of hard work and quiet growth. 

_ In such an_atmosphere I had every 
incentive to Zionist activity. My wife 
and | attended all the Congresses in 
Europe, and went to meetings of the 
Actions Committee. I toured the English 
Provinces. I took part in the expand- 
ing Zionist programme of the Manchester 
community: | Here, by 1914, a stron 
group had formed. Harry Sacher had 


returned from London, to become one 
of the leader-writers on the MANCHESTER 
GUARDIAN, Two young businessmen of 
grcat ability, and a sense of social respon- 
sibility, whom I have already mentioned, 
Simon Marks and Israel Steff, had been 
drawn into the movement. They were 
young and energetic. They were practi- 
cal, and knew that work could not be 
done without a budget. They were jolly 
and they loved the good things of life. 
They helped me, in later years, to put 
some sort of organisation into my rather 
disorganised life. And they were, like 


Harry Sacher, a great spiritual find. In - 


short, they helped to make Manchester, 
the city to which I had come as a 
Stranger, and had considered a place of 
exile, a happy place for me. 


Passed Over 


One rather disagreeable incident out 
of those years I must set down. less for 
what it meant than for what it might 
have come to mean. I had been hoping, 
as i have told, for a full professorship 
at the university. In [913 9 vacancy wa¢ 
created. I had been doing a great deal 
of work outside of my regular schedule. 
conducting classes which should properly 
have been taken care of by my senior, 
Perkin. had reason to 
believe that my abilities as a teacher. 
as well as my natural liking for that 
sort of work, would be rewarded by. the 
final promotion. However, the chair 
went to a relative of Professor Perkin. 
and | must confess I was very much put 
out. It happened that at this time the 
development of the Zionist movement 
abroad made urgent the introduction of 
new torces into the various departments 
Palestine Was growing. In Germany 
there was an upswing in the movement. 
and Kurt Blumenfeld, one of the leading 
spirits in German Zionism, was effectively 
organising the new academic youth. He, 
Shmarya Levin, and others urged me 
insistently to give up my post at Man- 
chester University. come out to Berlin, 
and head one of the départments of the 
Organisation. If the pique of my dis- 


appointment | actually began to con- - 


sider the. proposal seriously. 

But it was my wife who put her foot 
down. She disliked Germany. So, for 
that matter, did I. She understood my 
disappointment ; she felt it as keenly as I. 
But a new start—and in Germany. of all 
places—was out of the question. “ And,” 
she added, “ our road to Palestine will 
not be via Berlin.” I shudder to think 
of the possible results if I had vielded to 
the importunity of my friends and my 
own momentary impulse.

Ancient Hebrew Manuscripts 


The recent 24th winter mecting of the 
Society for Old Testament Studies at 
Kine’s College Hostel, London, was 
attended by leading Bible scholars 
of all denominations in England, Among 
those present were the Catholic priests 
Father Lattey, Father Sutcliffe, and 
Mons. Barton; Protestant echolars, in- 
cluding Professors Rowley, of Manches- 
ter, Porteous, of Edinburgh, Mauchiinc, 
of Glasgow, and others; and lay 
scholars. like Professor G., Driver, of 
Oxford. and Professor D. Winton 
Thomas, of Cambridge. This year's 
President of the Society is the Rev. Prof. 
C. R. North, of Bangor University. The 
last Jewish President was the late Herbert 
Loewe, Reader in Rabbinics of Cam- 
bridge University. 

Jewish scholars present included Rabbi 
Dr. S. Daiches, Drs. David Diringer, 
J. L. Teicher and E. Rosenthal (all of 
Cambridge University), S. Stem, of 
University Colkee, London, and M 
Wallenstein. of Manchester University, 
and Rabbi Sperber.

ATTACK ON LIBERAL 
JUDAISM 


[By a JewrsnH CHronicire Reporter| 


Rabbi Dr. I. Epstein. Principal of 
Jews’ College, attacked Liberal Judaism 
when giving the third in a series of lec- 
tures on “ Trends in Jewish Religious 
Thought ind Philosophy,” to the Lon- 
don Jewish Graduates’ Associatien on 
Tuesday, at the Rose Hertz Hall, Woburn 
House. 

Dr. Epstein analysed the sources of 
opposition to. Orthodox Judaism from 
the earliest times. .The beliefs of the 
Sadducees and of thew spiritual succes- 
sors. the Karaites, he sam, had broken 
themselves on the rock of truth, but 
that could not be said of the present 
position of Liberal Judaism, whose 
repeated caich-phrases amounted to an 
abuse of Traditional Judaism, but which 
were. in themselves, neither learned nor 
independent, but simply betrayed loose 
thinking on religious problems of great 
moment. 

The establishment of the State of Isracl 
was a refutation of the sort of Judaism 
that Liberalism stood for. The Liberals’ 
passion for universalism and social jus- 
tice for mankind, he said, could never 
compensate for their rejection of tradi- 
tional Jewish cusioms jand practices.

“STUPID TACTICS” 
Door Not Closed to 43 Group 


To the Editor of THe Jewrsn CHronicie 
From Mr. L. J, HYDLEMAN, J.P. 


Sa.—Your leader entitled Stupid 
Tactics “ rightly deplores the unfortunate 


effect of the counter-demonstration by 


the 43 Group at Kensington during Mos- 
ley’s meeting. But it is surprising, and 
surely unheipful, when you attribute 
blame to the Defence Committee for this 
regrettable display and for the continued 
existence of the 43 Group. 

Recently, through your .columns, I 
made known the Defence Commitice’s 
unsparing efforts to persuade the mem- 
bers of the 43 Group, through its leaders, 
to come inside the official Defence 
organisation where their zeal could be of 
positive value as compared with the risk, 
io which the community is subjected, 
from irresponsible activities as at Ken- 
sington, which are often brought about 
by an urge for publicity. 

The door is not closed to the 43 Group 
and it is still hoped that their leaders 
will give up the idea that their self- 
appointed and irresponsible existence 15 
synonymous with the community's 
interest. 

It is felt by many that the continued 
existence of this dissident group would 
not be possible without the publicity they 
manage to get: an instance of this is 
your previous issuc, which carried 
prominent advertising of their Kensing- 
ton demonstration. 

There ts no ground for your ascribing 
confusion to the Defence Commitice. Its 
efforts at Kensington, in conjunction 
with the Association of Jewish Ex-Ser- 
vice Men and Women, were objective and 
did resukt in Mosley’s iftended public 
meeting being changed into a private 
meeting for his own supporters; had not 
the 43 Group intervened it is more than 
possible that this meeting would have 
received no publicity at all. 
and-a-halfi years Mosley, has tried wn- 
successfully to obtain the use of a Town 
Hall 

Hardly a day passes without some con 
tact being made which fights, minimises, 
or eliminates anti-Semitism of one kind 
or the other. On Thursday of last week 
the Home Secretary mentioned in the 
House that he is kept well informed 
by the Board of Deputies about the 
conduct of fascists. The open-air cam- 
paign. in which the ex-Servicemen ably 
serve the Defence Committee, the suc- 
cessful and expanding work of the Cen- 
tral Lecture Committee, the network of 
distrxt and provincial committees and 
correspondents throughout the country, 
the constam and encouraging efforts with 
educational and cultural authorities. on 
the highest level pursuance of a long- 
term policy, che approach and the atten- 
tion to the Press. the haison with the 
Council of Christians and Jews and its 
Fast London Crtizens’ Committee, are 
only examples of the constructive work 
which goOcs on continuously 

has onlv to recall some of. the 
unprecedented probiems and dificulues 
with which the Defence Committee has 
had ta grapple during the las: three years. 
ang t©) give a thought to the dangers 
which they held. for # to be seen how 
umdeserved your criticism 15

Pilea for Co-operation 


Six-In the 15 years during which I 
have acted as your Special Corres- 
pondent on Jewish Defence | have 
always confined myself to your news 


' columns. | am moved. however. to write 


this letter to you to-day, because of the 
editeria!, “ Stupid Tactics,”’ in your issuc 
of last week. which raises questions oi 
fundamental mportance. 

There are two basic questions which 
require an answer. First, do we as Jews 
fight fascism and anti-Semitism, or anti- 
Semitism alone? Secondly, do we as 
Jews seek alles in this fight, or do we 
fight alone ? To many it may seem that 
this was all settled ages ago. before the 
war. But my impression is that the 
“confusion” which exists in Jewish 
Defence arises because there are two 
main schools of thought. 

The one school wishes Jews to fight 
anti-Semitism, and to fight it alone. The 
other wishes Jews to fight fascism and 
anti-Semitism, and to fight it with what- 
ever allics exist. The former is repre- 
sented broadiv by the Jewish Defence 
Committee, the community's official 
body: the latter by the 43 Group. 

1 know that I am likely to be criti- 
cised heavily for “elevating” the 
43 Group: but, although | have many 
doubts about their activities, as an obser- 
ver of the Jewish Defence scene I must 
say that they have played an important 
part in cxposing the anti-Semités and in 
arousing public opinion against them, 
Their meeting against Mosley at Kensing- 
ton was impressive and dignified. 

The Jewish Defence Committee has an 
impressive history in the fight against 
anti-Semitism. Much of this story can-

not be told. But I do not think that a 
Director of Jewish Defence would make 
very much difference. Much s rt and 
money is flowing to the 43 Group 
because the Jewish Defence Committec is 
not sufficiently active openly. The local 
Jewish Defence Committees have col- 
lapsed because of this. 

Jews—-cespecially ex-Service ople— 
want to “have a bash” at ¢ anti- 


Semites. They are impatient with back- . 


stairs approaches to Ministers of the 
Crown. They are inspired with their 
own war records, and with the behaviour 
of the Isracli armics. They are dis- 
~~ with the partisanship of the police. 
n the London area, in partticular, the 
role of the police has been of cardinal 
importance in allowing the fascists and 
anti-Semites to re-establish themsclves. 
In other areas~—such as Brighton—where 


the police have been neutral, the fascists 


have been driven out. 

The official view is that Jews should 
keep away from fascist meetings. i 
agree: but not always and inevitably. 

ommy Moran testifies in your news 
columns this week that a mortal blow 
was dealt to Mosicy in October, 1936, 
when the people of East London pre- 
vented him from passing through. 

1 recall that before the last war there 
was a modus vivendi agreed on between 
the Board of Deputies and the Jewish 
People’s Council against fascism and 
anti-Semitism. It as essential that we 
heed that precedent to-day and bring 
together the Jewish Defence Commiitee 
and other dissident bodies, such as the 
43 Group. 

1 know that there have been negotia- 
ions in the past: -but there must be a 
compromise in the face of the common 
enemy.

Sin,—A study of Jewish resistance on 
the Continent during the last war will 
show the tremendous psychological 
Struggle that had to be waged within 
Jewry to change their attitude from one 
of passive acceptance of their fate to 
that of a conscious struggle against the 
degradations of fascism. The leading 
resistance parlicipanis in this struggle 
were continually criticised for their

The position of the Association of Jewish 
Ex-Service Men and Women in relation 
to defence ss as follows: 

(})} We work closely with the Jewish 
Defence’ Committee im all forms of 
counter-attack on fascism and  anti- 
Semutism, and while we regard the work 
of the Jewish Defence Committee as of 
great importance, may we place on record 
that our own members have rendered 
invaluable service in stemming the flood 
of fascism and anti-Semitism. We are 
not content, however, to rest on our 
laurels, but are constantly seeking by con- 
Structive criticism within the community 
to further the cause of defence. 

(2) We regard the existence of dissi- 
dent organisations and splinter groups in 
defence as being harmful to the general 
cause, and have always striven to bring 
such organisations within the framework 
of the recognised communal authorities. 

(3) The Association is of the opinion 
that the campaign against fascism and 
anti-Semitism should be governed by 
considerations of the dignity of the com- 
mumity, but there must be occasions when 
methods a litle less dignified have to be

and sages or the writings of our poets 
and story-tellers in more modern umes 
Hebrew is also the official language of the 
State of Israci There can be no real 
spiritual connection between a Jew and 
his people, nor can there be any spiritual! 
link between a Jew and the State of Israel. 
uniess he knows Hebrew and has access to 
the origins of our culture, as well as to 
the Press and literature of Israel. 

It is a sad truth that, although the Jews 
of Great Britain are keenly conscious 
of their Jewishness and overwhelmingly 
in sympathy with the State of Israci, they 
display an obvious and painful gap im 
ther knowledge of Hebrew literature and 
culture and of Hebrew as a language 

The Board of Deputies is glad of the 
opportunity of the Hebrew Week to call 
upon the Jews of this country to take a 
greater interest in Hebrew im all ts 
aspects, and in particular to teach the 
language to their children.

YOUNG ISRAEL 
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JEWISH HEROINES 
By AUNTIE” 


HIS week's Sidra and Haftara 
recount the storics of two of 
our greatest Jewish heroines, 

Miriam and Deborah. Miriam, as 
you all know, was, from her early 
irlhood, famous for her courage ; 
~ mother left her to watch the fate 
of her young brother, Moses. To- 
morrow'’s Sidra brings Miriam for- 
ward agaim as the spokesman of the 
women on the shores of the Red Sea. 
The second heroine about whom | want 
to talk to-day is Deborah, sometimes 
called the Joan of Arc of Isracl. This 
story tells of the deliverance of Israel 
from a powerful King of Canaan, named 
Jabin. who reigned in Hazon in the 
north of Palestine. near the waters of 
Merom. onc of the lakes through which 
the Jordan flows. Deborah's song of 
triumph aficr the victory gives us an 
idea of prevailing condiuons Phe -main 
roads were blockaded, and travellers had 
to use by-ways. No one dared to appear 
armed (" Was there a shicld or spear 
seen among 40,000 in Israci?"%. The 
country was given over to anarchy (“ The 
rulers ceased in Israel"). 
The standard of revolt was raised by 
2 woman with the gift of prophecy— 
Deborah. She used to sit under a palm 
tree at her quiet hillside home 6n Moun: 
Ephraim, beiween modern Jaffa and the 
Raver Jordan. There the people came 
to her for judement. We can imagine 
how she heard many stories of their 
sufferings under their oppressor, and how 
her heart was moved to do what she 
could to throw off the yoke of the enemy. 
Now Deborah had to look for some 
man to be leader. She consulted Barak. 
who lived in Kedesh in Naphtali, and 
whom she could trust. But Barak im-

him. She consented, and tt was due to 
her wise plan of attack that victory ulti-

She told Barak to assemble his forces 
off Mount Tabor (S.E. of Lake Tiberias), 
and while he took the high ground, 
Deborah decided to deal with Sisera, 
Jabin’s general, on the plain, and to 
entice him to the region watered by the 
River Kishon, a marshy country.

Sisera’s strength lay in his nine hundred 
chariots of iron: so Deborah drew him 
more and more into the swampy country, 
where he was forced to abandon his 
chariots. Then Barak's army swooped 
down from the hills. The enemy was 
completely vanquished. Sisera fled, and 
the final victory was given to another 
woman, Jacl, who killed the mighty 
General. 

Deborah and Barak intoned a sone of 
praise, thanking God for the deliverance 
of Israci from the power of Sisera. The 
song ends: 

“So perish all Thine enemics; O Lord. 

But they that love Him be as the sun. 

When he gocth forth in his might.”

Revelations in Old Minute 
Book 


{By a Jewisn Curonicte Reporier| 


New evidence on the life of the Jews 
in England in the early part of the \om 
gentury has been prov the acci. 
dental! discovery of a minute book of the 
London Beth Din, stated Dr. Cecil Roth, 
when he lectured on the book at a meet. 
ing of the Jewish Historical Society » 
33, Seymour Place, London. The Pregi. 
dent, Lord Justice Cohen, presided. 

The minute book, relating to the years 
1805-1830, said Dr. Roth, was bough 
some six months ago at a London book. 
shop, by Dr. Oskar Rabinowicz, who wm 
it to him. The entries, which were usually 
brief, were mostly concerned with the 
decisions of the Beth Din. The im. 
portant matters dealt with were mainly 
interpretations of the Jewish law of 
divorce. Another topic which took up a 
considerable amount of the book was 
the large number of conversions. 


Conversions and Divorces 


The reasons for the conversions. said 
Dr. Roth, was that Jews who came over 
from Europe were largely. young men. 
who travelled around the country as 
traders. Frequently, they married loca! 
women, but in their old age they began 
to have qualms of conscience and thought 
it their duty to try to convert their wives, 

Often a man would come from the 
Continent, leaving his wife behind, and, 

erhaps, with no intention of bringing 

er over. Pressure would be brouch! on 

him to give his wife a divorce, so that 
she could marry again. In the book, 
there are communications on these mat- 
ters from Rabbis abroad to the Rab- 
binate here. and the reverse. 

There was one case quoted by Dr. 
Roth. of a member of the Beth Din 


who went to Australia to obtain “ Get" ~ 


from a man for his wife in England. 
Later, it was thought simpler to obsain 
divorces from husbands before they were 
transported. 

Lieht was thrown by the book on 
Jewish life in the Provinces. It was 
shown that the Chief Rabbi exercised un- 
disputed authority in the Provinces. 

The book. added Dr. Roth, was in 
Hebrew, with a very slight admixture of 
Yiddish. There was only one document 
in Enelish. The picture which it gave 
was that Jewish life in those days was 
not so ideal as was imagined, aod also 
that the Jewish Community was abic to 
maintain discipline, the Chief Rabbinate 
beine respected by the community and

ARAB DISSENSIONS 
Egypt and Transjordan in Opposite Camps 


From JON KIMCHE 


Lonpos, Wednesday 

With «Transjordan’s acceptance of 
Dr. Bunche’s invitation to start 
armistice talks, an important new 
phase in the developing situation in 
the Middle East has been reached. 
Both British and Israeli policy on the 
future settlement of the Palestine 
situation has now to come into the 
open. 
For the entry of Transjordan into the 
Rhodes conference chamber means that 
British policy will be actively represented. 
Everything the Transjordan delegation 
says and does will be taken by the Arab 
world—and the fest of the world—as the 
new phase of British policy. 

lt means. also, that tsraech forcgn 
policy will have to decide finally whether 
it proposes to treat for a settlement with 
King Abdullah or with King Farouk. 
Discussions in Cairo, Amman, and Beirut 
during the last week have revealed 
beyond all dowbi that no compromrse is 
possible between the views of the Egyp- 
tian-Syrian group and the Transjordan- 
iraq group the Arab League 
Councils..

This has been the strength of the Israch 
bargaining position in the talks that have 
now been going on for four weeks in 
Rhodes. King Abdullah has openly stated 
that he opposed the cedirg to Egypt of 
Gaza and the coastal strip of Southern 
Palestine. The Isracii delegation has 
stated that it is prepared to allow con- 
tinued Egyptian administration in this 
area if the Egyptians, m their turn. 
abandon their demard that Israch forces 
should evacuate the Negev’ postions 
which Isracl now helds—including Beer- 
sheba 

The Egyptians would normally haye 
rejected this request out of hand. But 
the possibility that Israci wil turn to 
negotiate with King Abdullah and leave 
the Egyptians out im the cold has led to 
a much more circumspect approach from 
Cairo 

But evidently Abdullah—and those 
who advise him—have come to the con- 
clusion that Isracli-Egypuan differences 
have beome so narrow that the risk of a 
settlement is grave, and that Transjordan 
mighi, afier all, lose Gaza to the Egyp- 
(ians On Tuesday, Transjordan an- 
nounced her readiness to negotiate. 

It wili be interesting to see, when these 
talks get down (to brass tacks, how many 
of these tacks show a wholly coincidental 
similarity with the pornts recently men- 
tioned by Mr. Bevin. Will Transjordan 
raise the quesiion of the so-called free 
ports of Haifa and Lydda? Will King 
Abdullah agree to the Jewrsh retention of 
all Galilee provided Israel surrenders 
some part of the southern Negev ” 


if that happens, « can be taken as a 
foregone conclusion that Israch foreign 


policy will veer towards a setdement with

Considerable light, incidentally, is 


thrown on Mr. Bevin’ current ideas 
about the Middle Eas by reports from 
Beirut and Baghdad. An alicmpi was 
made by the British diplomatic missions 
during the last two wecks to persuade 
the Arab Governments to Sop separaic 
peace talks with Israc!l and, instead, form 
a united Arab front with agreed 
demands: to confront Israel as one voue.

Transjordan and Iraq were willing-— 

ovided their terms were accepted by all. 
Paves and Syria were also willing—pro- 
vided their terms were accepied. The 
Lebanese were more anxious for a privaic 
stttlement, and King Iba Saud sent no 
immediate reply to this particular query. 
Instead, he sent a telegram to the Syrian 
Prime Minister telling him to stop ob- 
structing the building of the ol pipeline 
through Syrian territory which is to carry 
American oi from Saudi Arabia to the 
Lebanese terminal. On Saturday, the 
Syrian Government agreed to allow the 
pipeline to be constructed. 

The Iraqi Government, according to 
the usually well-informed Beirut paper, 
At Nanak, made a lasi effort to get a 
united fron They proposed thai the 
political committee of the Arab League 
should be summoned forthwith, and 
should decide on a common Arab line. 
The Egyptian Government rejected the 
proposal. 

The Lebanese Government then decided 
to mediate beiween Cairo and Baghdad. 
Lasi Friday. the Egyptian Premver mei a 
special envoy from Baghdad and another 
from Syria. Trarsjordan was either not 
pnvited or retused the invitauion. But no 
agreement was reached on a joint policy 
vis-a-vis Israel. 

But the whole political Middle Last now 
—tightly or wrongly-—associates British 
policy with the alleged Hashemute policy. 

The Beirut Press, which has regained 
some of its freedom from censorship. dis- 
cusses this quite openly. Arguing against 
Lebanese involvement, the moderaic 
French language L Orient says thai for 
Lebanon to worn the proposed 
fromt against Israel means, in tact, “* jorm- 
ing up with the Anglo-Transjordan-lrag 
AXIS against a grouping which includes 
the Uniied Siaies, the Soviet Union, and 
Israc!

success. The delegations met twice on 
Friday and Saturday and discussed their 
differences frankly in a cordial atmo- 
sphere.

The 
Isracli and FEeypltian experts haye met 
four times to discuss dctaWs and lines 
sugvesied by cach side 
urine these discussions mt became 
clear that the Egypluans were anxious to 
obtain mainly the areas in the Ceniral 
and Western Negev: they did nol men- 
tion the Northern Negev or the Becr- 
sheba Plain. They demanded the key 
positions which they think control the 
entrances imto Sinai, particularly Auja, 
EF! Hafir. and the Asiuj area. The Israch 
delegation, however, remained firm. 
Military Talks 

On Monday, the Egyptians requesicd 
an urgent meeting with Dr. Bunche, and 
complained about Isracls siubborn- 
ness “" and refusal to give up any terri- 
tory. Thev threatened that they would 
complain to the Security Council that 
while they had. complied with the resolu- 
tion of November 16 regarding the open- 
ing of armistice negotiations, Isracl had 
definitely refused to comply with the 
resolution of November 4. 

Dr. Bunche forwarded the Egyptian 
complaint to the Israch delegation. 
Simultancously, militafy talks between 
the military experts were resumed, and 
discussions are now proceeding on two 
parallel lines; while the military experts 
mect daily in the presence of General 
Riley and endeavour to settle military 
problems, Dr. Bunche is meeting mem- 
bers of both sides in an effort to settle 
political problems. 

It is reported that Gentral Riley will 
head the armistice commission which 
would implement in Palesiine any deci- 
sions reached here. 

Dr. Bunche has received no reply to 
his invitation to the other Arab States to 
join the armustice talks. The matter has 
been discussed at a meeting of the Arab 
League in Cairo.
